Six scientists from the Uni­ 
v ersity of Nev ada Desert Re­ 
search Institu te were called in 
and soberly and seriou sly ex am­ 
ined the u nfortu nate animal, an­ 
aly zing hair, flesh and soil sam­ 
ples. They came to a “tenta­ 
tiv e” finding that Snippy might 
ju st possibly hav e been killed 
by lightning.

SAIGON (AP) — Hu nting elu ­ 
siv e enemy troops by grou nd, 
air and sea, allied forces report­ 
ed today killing 147 foe and cap­ 
tu ring 165 Viet Cong su spects in 
a series of fights across the 
cou ntry . 
Most of the action occu rred 
Friday , centered in the Saigon 
su bu rbs and the far northern 
prov inces, two areas which U.S. 
officers say the enemy com­ 
mand has singled ou t for major 
assau lts. 
Rou ndu p of the Viet Cong su s­ 
pects came du ring a series of 
cordons and searches of v il­ 
lages, described as one of the 
biggest of its kind in the war. 
The 
allied 
operations 
are 
aimed at prev enting Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese troops 
from infiltrating into position 
for massiv e attacks against Sai­ 
gon, Hu e, Qu ang Tri and other 
key Sou th Vietnamese cities and 
prov incial capitals. 
Observ ers here believ e sev er­ 
al regiments of North 
Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong troops 
are hiding along the Cambodian 
border and in prov inces north 
and northwest of the capital. 
This thinking is giv en weight by 
daily satu ration strikes by U.S. 
B5 2 bombers in those areas. 
An enemy attack against Sai­ 
gon has been anticipated all 
su mmer, bu t was y et to mate 
rialize. Most recent intelligence 
reports forecast a n attack with 
in the nex t three weeks o r so . 
In o ne cordon o pera tio n Fri­ 
da y , America n ta nks a nd a r 


mored personnel carriers com­ 
manded by Col. George S. Pat­ 
ton III, son of the noted World 
War II general, sealed off a v il­ 
lage 25 miles north of Saigon 
su spected of being u sed by the 
Viet Cong as a hideaway .

Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, 
commander of U.S. forces in 
Vietnam, made a personal in­ 
spection of the v illage today and 
said: “This is the kind of thing 
we shou ld be doing. This was a 
remarkable effort by the Sou th 
Vietnamese.” 
Maj. Gen. Keith Ware, com­ 
mander of the U.S. 1st Infantry 
Div ision, awarded Bronze Star 
medals for v alor on the scene to 
a Sou th Vietnamese battlaion 
commander and a Sou th Viet­ 
namese platoon leader.

The clos­ 
est raid was 35 miles northwest 
of the capital. U.S. infantry men 
reported finding 11 enemy bod­ 
ies after sweeping an area at­ 
tacked by fighter-bombers fou r 
miles from Cambodia. 
Far north of the capital, 46 en­ 
emy were reported killed and 98 
su spects captu red in a cordon 
operation by U.S. Army , and

As a man and as a candidate, he harbored in 
his heart a strong reluctance to run for the presi­ 
dency. He had acquiesced because millions of 
frustrated Americans saw in him a symbol trf an 
America to come — an America invested in free­ 
dom and fulfilling its promises to its citizens. But 
he knew then, in his hour of triumph, that before 
the voters had spoken, hr* would be the most 
maligned man in the nation. 
Barry Goldwater ran in 1964 because he felt 
that a beginning had to he made if the old and 
corrupt ways of American politics were to be 
halted.

NEA's second complete nation­ 
wide survey of Democratic con­ 
vention delegate strength shows 
that 
Vice-President 
Hubert 
Humphrey has an indicated vote 
total of 1.594V6, upwards of 280 
more than the 1,312 he needs to 
be nominated at Chicago. 
His one remaining rival, Sen. 
Eugene McCarthy of Minnesota, 
is 
projected presently at 470 
votes, while 308 gained by the 
late Robert F. Kennedy must 
still be assigned to him and 
there are another 250 otherwise 
uncommitted. 
NEA’s initial Democratic sur­ 
vey in late April was the first 
to show Humphrey with a strong 
lead, held then over Kennedy, 
who had entered the presiden­ 
tial race just five weeks ear­ 
lier. A second NEA delegate 
count was interrupted by Ken­ 
nedy’s 
assassination in early 
June and never resumed. 
Humphrey gains his indicated 
lead from almost every quar­ 
ter of this country. He surpasses 
McCarthy’s total in every ma­ 
jor region except New England, 
where the latter's capture of all 
of Massachusetts’ 72 votes and 
20 of New Hampshire's 26 give 
him an edge. 
The vice president today is re­ 
ported to have 92*4 in Pennsyl­ 
vania, 88 in Ohio, 75 in Michi­ 
gan, 62 in New Jersey. He virtu­ 
ally sweeps the Old South, hold­ 
ing 499 of the region’s 527 votes. 
Highest count there is the 104 
under Gov. John Connally’s fa- 
vorite-son wing. 
Moreover, 
Hu m ph r e y 
is 
achieving his big margin with­ 
out 
counting any 
measurable 
support from either California 
or Illinois. 
Reports from California sug­ 
gest he may pick up a large 
part of the 172 votes won by 
Kennedy in the June 4 primary 
but not yet committed to move 
elsewhere. 
Of Illinois’ 118 . most of the 
uncommitted 116 are expected 
to follow Chicago Mayor Rich­ 
ard Daley’s lead. He will de­ 
clare Aug. 25, convention eve, 
and the odds are heavy it will 
be for Humphrey. Some key Il­ 
linois 
delegates 
already are 
working for the vice president. 
This 
newest 
survey, 
taken 
from 
telephone inquiries 
and 
personal checks with Democrat­ 
ic leaders and other sources, 
makes it decisively evident that 
McCarthy is not attracting thi 
large blocks of delegates he 
needs in his catch-up campaign. 
After his May 28 Oregon pri­ 
mary, which gave him all 35 
delegate votes, he has had only 
one striking victory — in the 
June 18 New York primary. He 
won 62 district delegates. A lat­ 
er modest pickup of at-large 
votes boosted his total and it 
now stands at 8214 of 190. Con­ 
ceivably he could get still more 
from the 57^4 uncommitted in 
New York. 
His biggest failure is that he 
has not won over any sizable 
numbers 
of 
those 
delegates 
earned by Kennedy in the driv­ 
ing, 8 5-day campaign that pre­ 
ceded his death. Personal ap­ 
peals by McCarthy to the 96- 
vote Michigan delegation and 
the heavily Negro 23-vote Dis­ 
trict of Columbia group, to men­ 
tion just two, failed badly. 
Some Democratic governors 
who had either supported or 
were sympathetic to Kennedy 
say they cannot move to Mc­ 
Carthy. The 
Minnesotan 
has 
gained the allegiance of few es­ 
tablished political figures. 
The matters which most trou­ 
ble the Democratic profession­ 
als when they consider McCar­ 
thy are their doubts as to his 
electabihty (despite polls which 
sometimes show him leading po­ 
tential GOP rivals), the question 
whether his make-up and tem­ 
perament qualify him for the 
presidency, and their uncertain­ 
ty whether he really wants the 
job. 
Politicians automatically look 
askance at anyone who is irreg­ 
ular, unconventional and unpre­ 
dictable. McCarthy is all three. 
Unluckily for him, the senator 
has 
underlined 
the 
regulars’ 
fears by refusing to s,'.;, 
he 
would back Humphrey if he is 
nominated, by rcm:pnirr y c t.0 
about his role in a 
possible 
fourth party effort, and by indi­ 
cating when he talked to Michi­ 
gan delegates that he could con­ 
ceivably support Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York if he 
became the Republicans’ 1961 
nominee at Miami Beach. 
McCarthy s 
electabihty 
is 
questioned by 
party leaders 
when they review his vote per­ 
formance in the 1968 primaries. 
He lost six of the eight he en­ 
tered in which he had genuine 
contests (New Hampshire, Indi­ 
ana, Nebraska, Florida, Calif or. 


nia and South Dakota). His sole 
victories were Oregon and Wis­ 
consin. 
McCarthy’s militant partisans 
now daim that his primary 
votes, in combination with Ken­ 
nedy’s, “ repudiated” 
Johnson 
administration policies in many 
places. The fact is that, in four 
of his eight contests, McCarthy 
himself ran behind either the 
President, a supposed adminis­ 
tration stand-in or an indicated 
Humphrey slate. 
His voting success was most­ 
ly with the better-educated and 
the more-affluent citizens, par­ 
ticularly in the suburbs. McCar­ 
thy’s appeal to the so-called 
“ gut” vote long relied on by the 
Democratic 
party — Negroes, 
other 
non-whites, 
blue-collar 
workers, the undereducated — 
proved minimal. 
Consequently, those party pro­ 
fessionals who do not get turned 
off by the senator’s maverick 
tendencies just see no real hope 
in his candidacy. So they move 
more 
heavily 
to 
Humphrey, 
even though many are seriously 
worried over his election pros­ 
pects. 
They think he can get much 
of the “ gut” vote, unless Rocke­ 
feller 
is

Humphrey's pull with Negroes, 
as measured by the polls, is 
more than 4 to 1 over McCar- 
thy’s. 
But the vice president lacks 
appeal to the young, to liberal 
intellectuals and to swollen su­ 
burbia, of which the Democrats 
must capture at least a part. 
He lights no fires when he cam­ 
paigns. 
Leading Democrats who are 
with him wonder howr he can 
break the President’s harness to 
get free enough to suggest to 
voters that he can carve out an 
independent path if elected. He 
seems overburdened with John­ 
son's problems with the cities 
and the Vietnam war. 
Humphrey’s old label of flam­ 
ing liberal no longer fits. He 
sometimes appears unsuited to 
these turbulent times, which ev­ 
idently cry out for a new kind of 
political mastery thus far ex­ 
hibited by no one. 
Yet Hubert Humphrey is far 
ahead for the 1968 Democratic 
nomination 
because 
most 
of 
those with influence and force 
of numbers in his party see in 
McCarthy no alternative at all. 
The race is going to the vice- 
president almost by default.

Czech Crisis, 
UN’s Moral 
Bankruptcy

UNITED 
NATIONS, 
NY. 
(NEA) — This time U Thant 
played it cool. The Secretary 
General of the United Nations 
refused to become involved in 
the conflict between Russia and 
Czechoslovakia. 
The United States, for obvious 
reasons, also refrained from tak­ 
ing a public stand. Any inter­ 
vention by the American “ im­ 
perialists” would have been ex­ 
ploited by Moscow as a pretext 
to invade Prague. 
But why did U Thant turn his 
head the other way when the 
Russians 
threatened 
another 
member of the United Nations 
fighting for its freedom and in­ 
dependence? He was never so 
cautious or “ neutral” in his 
comments on U.S. policies. 
Yet ht refused to take sides 
when a Czech reporter asked 
him whether Moscow’s terror 
tactics against Prague were in 
accordance with the United Na­ 
tions 
resolution 
passed 
three 
years ago by the General As­ 
sembly. 
Ironically, it was the Russians 
themselves 
who 
initiated 
the 
resolution that stressed the “ in­ 
admissibility of intervention in 
the domestic affairs of states” 
and 
the 
“ prohibition 
of 
the 
threat or use of force in inter­ 
national relations.” 
The 
secretary 
general, no 
doubt, had weighty reasons for 
his “ neutrality” on Czechoslova­ 
kia. But according to experts on 
U Thant — and there are scores 
of them in the plush lounges of 
the United Nations — he simply 
bowed to Russian pressure. 
Compare U Thant’s scrupu­ 
lous silence on Soviet aggressive 
moves against Czechoslovakia 
with his blunt and often brutal 
criticism of the United States. 
For instance, here is what he 
said recently in a speech in Can­ 
ada: 


“ I regard the prevailing mood 
of violence in the United States 
as a consequence of the psycho­ 
logical climate created by the 
war in Vietnam.” 
This was an unprecedented 
statement by an ostensibly neu­ 
tral international public servant. 
It verged on intervention in 
American domestic affairs. 
U Thant himself is understood 
to have deliberately chosen the 
day of the opening of the peace 
talks in Paris between the Unit­ 
ed States and North Vietnam to 
make the offensive statement. 
Moreover, he also urged con­ 
cessions by the United States 
that would lead, as he said, to 
an end of all bombing of North 
Vietnam. This is precisely what 
Ho Chi Minh hopes to gain at 
the Paris talks without offering 
anything in return. 
The State Department’s offi­ 
cials, as usual—and for some 
obscure reason known wily to 
themselves—decided to make no 
protest against the secretary 
general’s calculated efforts to 
undermine the United 
States 
bargaining position at the con­ 
ference table. 
Would Moscow be as m ig w * 


imous 
or 
foolish? 
U 
Thant 
knows only too well that, while 
he can twist the American tail 
with impunity, he must tread 
cautiously with the Russians. 
They would certainly be after 
his hide were he to criticize 
Moscow's pressure on Czechos­ 
lovakia as a clear violation of 
the United Nations 
resolution 
and the elementary rule of in­ 
ternational conduct. 
Such double standard on polit­ 
ical and moral issues is, alas, 
the rule rather than the excep­ 
tion in the United Nations. 
The Czechoslovak crisis mere­ 
ly emphasized again why the 
United Nations, which could be 
useful as an instrument of world 
peace, is morally bankrupt. It 
also raised anew the question 
of U Thant’s anti-U.S. bias an4 
his role as a “ peace-maker.”

Yesterday I touched on the 
importance of equanimity and 
preparation in meeting an unex­ 
pected emergency. In a survival 
situation, one must remember 
that 
comfort is not essential. 
With a strong will to live a 
man can put up with pain, hun­ 
ger, thirst, dirt, itching, heat, 
cold and weariness. Those who 
succeed against such odds are 
those who believe in their own 
worth and who accept disaster 
as something to be met with a 
calm determination to survive. 
The chances of family surviv­ 
al are greatly enhanced if one 
person 
takes 
command. 
He 
should make a work schedule 
that will give no one any time 
for brooding. He should not con­ 
ceal the truth about the gravity 
of the situation but he should 
inspire hope and dispel fear 
and feelings of self-pity. 
A great boon to survival is a 
knowledge of which parts of 
what wild plants can be safely 
eaten. 
Grass, although low in 
food value, is good for stopping 
the pangs of hunger and for its 
vitamins A, B and C. There are 
13 common plants that are often 
ignored by a starving man that 
could keep him alive indefinite­ 
ly. They are arrowroot, purs­ 
lane, ground cherry, water lily, 
pigweed, knotweed (avoid the 
root), dock, hibiscus, hollyhock, 
rose, 
sunflower, 
cattail 
and 
plantain. 
Q—What is the cause of his­ 
toplasmosis? How does it affect 
one? Is there any cure for it? 
A—This is an infection with 
the fungus, Histoplasma capsu- 
latum. When it lodges in the 
lungs it causes prolonged fever, 
shortness of breath, chest pain, 
loss of weight and weakness. It 
closely resembles tuberculosis. 
More rarely it causes ulcers of 
the mouth. Treatment with the 
antibiotic, amphotericin B, is ef­ 
fective for all types of this dis­ 
ease.
